Security During the Past Five Tears

2. Pursuant to your request for data concerning changes, 
during the past five years, in our PH S, polygraph program, and 
Investigations (Agents) Manual, brought about by the emergence 

of the New Left Movement and by restrictions, imposed by concern 
over invasions of privacy, the following information is offered;
